T H E mu« lern v i**w nn epilepsy 
is th a t it is a disease due to tome 
disturban**w of th e « lectrical equi­ 
librium of th e brain. It h as been 
possible by means of an electrical 
dev ice to make tracings of th e 
brain wav es. 
In epilepsy, according to Doctor 
Gerald Caplan of England from 
tim e to time an excessiv e am ount 
of energy accumulates in th e brain 
and th e conv ulsion wh ich occurs 
in epilepsy is th e form in wh ich 
th is energy is disch arged. In epil­ 
epsy, as you may know th ere is 
b>ss 
of 
consciousness 
togeth er 
with conv ulsions or twitch ing and 
spasm of th e muscles. Th ese a t­ 
tacks may come on at any time 
and may occur a t some awkward 
moment, for example, wh en a per­ 
son is driv ing a car or working 
with a mach ine, and in such cases 
th ere may be aome danger of in­ 
jury. 
Cause Unknown 


Th # exact cause of epilepsy is 
not known. Various forms of tre a t­ 
m ent h av e been employed includ­ 
ing rest, freedom insofar as pos­ 
sible from ph ysical and mental 
strain, and th e use of drugs such 
as ph enoh arbital and dilantin. 


Doctor Caplan suggests th e idea 
of 
replacing 
th ese 
conv ulsions 
wh ich may come on at any time, 
by electrically-induced conv ulsions 
wh ich can be brough t on wh en de­ 
sired. Th is form of treatm ent, h e 
does not believ e sh ould replace 
th e meth ods carried out at present 


but migh t well be employed in ad­ 
dition to th em. 
He h as tried th e tre a tm e rt on 
fifteen men wh o h av e been under 
treatm ent 
for 
periods 
ranging 
from th ree to nine month s. Th e 
patients ch osen were th ose h av ­ 
ing conv ulsions two or th ree times 
a month wh o were under tre a t­ 
ment with th e drugs mentioned 
and wh o were in generally good 
ph ysical condition. Th e conv ul­ 
sions were induced before break­ 
fast eith er once or twice a week. 
Th e conv ulsion produced lasts 
only a few moments, th en is fol­ 
lowed h y a sh ort period of uncon­ 
sciousness. Finally, th ere may be 
a period of fiv e to th irty minutes 
wh en th e patient is somewh at con- 
fu*ed mentally. 
Of th e fifteen patients treated 
in elev en instances th e number of 
epileptic attacks was considerably 
reduced. In sev en patients also 
wh o were sh owing signs of mental 
disturbances, th ese conditions also 
were benefited. No complications 
in any way alarm ing were noted. 
In a few of tbe patients th ere was 
an increase in th e frequency of at­ 
tacks following th e electrical tr e a t­ 
ment, but th is did not last longer 
th an th e first month and th en was 
followed by a reduction in th e 
number of attacks. In some cases 
it was necessary to use th e elec­ 
trical treatm ent only once a week, 
since more frequent employment 
produced some mental confusion. 
It would appear th at th is type 
of treatm ent may be a v aluable 
aid in making th e liv es of persons 
with epilepsy more liv able.

sirable surplus property, although 
more is expected to be available 
within a short time. 
Houston’s statement says: 
"At this time 
there 
is not 
a 
sufficient 
quantity 
to 
nearly 
m eet requests nor is it a quality 
to be of great help to veterans 
or small business men for busi­ 
ness purposes. 
"Hundreds of applications are 
being 
filed 
with 
SWPC. 
the 
agency designated by the Surplus 
Property Board to fill the needs 
of 
returned 
members 
of 
the 
various services. Each veteran is 
permitted 
to 
purchase 
up 
to 
$2500 
of 
surplus 
property 
to 
establish and maintain himself in 
business. 
"What the veteran wants mo>t 
ts transportation—jeeps, 
trucks. 
or something to be used a a com­ 
mercial veilicie. 
The supply just 
Isn’t available. 
This is because 
only a limited num ber have been 
declared surplus, 
and practically 
all of these have seen hard 
use. 
The Navy is taking most of the 
Jeeps released by the Army. 
"N ext the veteran 
and small 


business man wants photographic, 
electrical 
and 
small 
machine 
equipment as well as tools, etc. 
"However, 
the 
situation 
is 
only temporary. 
Goods 
will 
be 
reaching 
the surplus 
stage 
in 
roughly the same ratio that sol­ 
diers become veterans, 
the S ur­ 
plus Property Board, declares. 
There is a lot of surplus prop­ 
erty such 
as heavy 
machinery, 
but most is not suited for use of 
small business or veterans. 
“Sale to the veteran is based on 
the theory that the released serv­ 
ice man or woman 
desires 
an 
early and equal 
opportunity

purchase surpluses 
without 
the 
intervention 
of any dealers or 
private middleman. 
"This does not mean that vet­ 
erans should refrain from filing 
applications for the surplus need­ 
ed. 
"Applications should be made

Property

does not give a veteran a priority, 
but only a preference.
